" 1 HE Lords of His Majefties Privy Council, Conſidering how much it is the Honnur as well as the 

vr. Intereſt of this Kingdom, that the Forces Raiſed and Levied therein, for His Majeſties Service, 

n d be regularly and ſufficiently Cloathed, and that good Order and Diſcipline be obſerved and keeped 

Sw» dl amongſt them, and that all falſe Muttures may in time coming be prevented. They do hereby Or- 

dain the ſeveral Collonels of the Regiments of the new -Levied Forces, with all poſſible Diligence, 

to have their Souldiers well Shod, and well and Uaiformly Cloathed, for the preſent Service and 

Expedition , as they will be anſwerable, and that they and the reſt of the Officers of 

the Forces, do uſe their utmoſt Diſcretion and Endeavour to hinder and imped the Souldiers and others in the 
R::yiments, from Curſing , Swearing, and Profaning of the Sabbath: ( which their own good Example will 
be the moſt effeQual means to prevent) And leaſt His Majeſtics Service, and the Intereſt of the Nation, may be pre- 
judged by the keeping of inſufficient Men in the Companies , or by having a falſe Muſture of Men, which are not 
ſoln-rolled, as that they are engaged to a daily and concinual Service and +ttendance - The faids Lords of His 
Majeſties Privy Council, Do hereby grant Order and Warrand to the Officers of the !cveral Regiments and Compa- 
nies reſpeFive, 10 Dilmiſs, Carſheir, and put out of their Companies, or Regiments, any unſufhcient and unquali- 
fied Soul 1icrs that ſhall be found therein z and they diſcharge all falie Muitures in time coming, under the pain of 
Caſhierment of the Officer, or Officers, that ſhall be found guilty of doing thereof; and under an Arbitrary Puniſh- 
ment to the Souldliers that ſhall be ſo Imployed for making up of the ſaid talie Muſter : And they do Declare, That 
if any of the Officers ſha!l Lend their Men to Officers in their own or other Regiments, they fh]l incur and be lyable 
to the ſame Certification. And for Encouragment to ſuch Souldiers and others, who fhall Diſcover ſuch falſe 
Muſtures, they hereby promiſe a Reward unto them z and being Souldiers, Declare, That they (ball have their 
Paſs from the Company, if defired. And for preventing of any Diſcouragement, which the Commiſhonat Officers 
may think themſelves lyable to of being Caſhiered, aud pur off at their Collone's pleaſure through their wanting of 
Commiſſions from His Majeſtic, or the Meeting of the Eſtates z They do Declare, That ſuch Commiſhonat Officers 
as have been Muſtured and Liſted, ſhall not by the Authority of their Collonels be changed or put off upon any 
account, without the Sentence of a Council of War; and Ordains the Collonels of the ſeveral Regiments, to pay 
unto their ReſpeCtive Captains their full Pay they receive for their Companies, according to their Mutture-R olls, 
they always obliging them to keep their Companies compleat, And they hereby appoint all the Officers and Soul- 
diers of the whole Forces, as well Horſe, Foot, as Dragoons, to take the Oath of Allegiance atter-mentioned : 
 _ do fincerely Promiſe and Swear, that I will be faithful and bear true AJlegiarce 
ro their Majeſties, King Wi/iam and Queen Mary, and that I will be faithful to the Proteſtart Religzon, and obey
